For example, it is impi'm.'ticiilile to put up milk in 
half pint bottles as will be necessary for iho.sc who have no ice and buy 
inly from hand to month, if milk ciin he sold only in sealed bottles. 


It apears that many of (he independent dealers, owing to (he rigorous 


regulations, are thinking of gelling out of the business and (hus the way 


•will be cleared for (he incoming of a milk (rust such as rules in Boston. 
This would be unfortunate for the people of Lowell, and it is to be hoped j 
that no action of the board of health will encourage any such result. 


It is alleged that the trust is here already and is seeking a stronger 


foothold. Should a (rust gel control of (he milk supply we would soon have 
to pay higher prices and perhaps got wor.se milk (ban we get now. 


It is true, as Mr. Best stales, thai more may be accomplished by look- 


ing to the sanitary conditions of the homes (ban by foo much strictness wilh 
the milkmen. 


The' board of health early in the season inaugurated a movement for 


cleaning up the city. As yet wo are afraid, that 
very 
little 
has 
been 


accomplished in that direction. 
Any one who passes along sotue of our 


streets and sees the amount of rubbish and filth that is visible in the alleys 
and back yards will realize that there has been no systematic attempt lo 


clean up the city as n whole. 
It is lime that something of the kind were 


done. 
Something more than hot air is needed to -accomplish results in a 


cleaning-up crusade.

Stabling Has Much to 


PoWith It, 


The stabling has much to do .with 


the quantity of-feed a.horse 'requires. 
If he be housed in an open, old stable, 
full of. cracks, doors down and other- 
wise exposed, he must have a greater 
amount-'of feed than If ho be housed 
In a weatherrproof, wind-tight barn. 


A sudden change of" diet is not rec- 


ommended. The - horse having 
been 


fed on corn-meal or. oats, or any other 
substantial grains should not be turn- 
ed out to gain his living in a pasture. 
This change should be made gradually 
to get 
• the' best results. He ' should 


have the pasture but given a, smaller 
proportion of .grain daily, diminishing 
in quantity, until his system has be- 
come accustomed to the change. .Then, 
too, if the horse has been at pasture, 
taken up and given a full corn feed, 
soon begins to show the results 'there? 
in, by indigestion or other, -stomach 
troubles. Then, too, judgment must be 
used in quantity of food. 
A horse re- 


quires a much 
heavier 
feed 
while 


working hard than he does when en- 
joying leisure. Many horses are 
left 


to feed at the. hay-stack or from the 
mow, 
all the hay they can eat until 


eating becomes a habit witli 
them. 


They take on dyspepsia and eat appar- 
ently as if they were starved, soon to 
be afflicted with heaves. 


Three meals a day of the proper 


kind of food is better than to allow 
the horse to oat all he will. 


Oats ?nakr> the best grain 
feed 
for 


horses. They contain thu required in- 
gredients for the general nutrition of 
the entire system. They are easily and 
fully digested and a larger percentage 
are brought into use in building up 
the entire structure. Oats one year 
old, 
plump, bright, clean 
and 
hard, 


perfectly swnet, are the kind. 
Musty; 


old, dusty, .dirty, sweated, fermented or 
otherwise Injured oats should never be 
fed. If a horse be aged, crushing the 
oats gives the best results. When 
a 


horse is a ravenous eater crushing the 
oats- and spreading them over a large 
surface, prevents to a large extent this 
tendency. Oats cut about a week or 
ten days before ripening are consider- 
ed the best. Musty and mouldy oats, 
no doubt, cause paralysis, 
digestive 


disorders, cold, and other dread dis- 
eases. They weaken the system.

flrst three • seasons in succession,

banner for the-fourth consecutive time 
Now It's up to Hugh Jennings to make 
good. 


Anson had the chance in 1883, Selee 


In 1894, Hanlon in 1897,. Clarke In 1904 
and Chance in 1909.. The Chicago team, 


. .which, carried .off ..the honors -In 1880, 


1881 and 1882, finished second the.fol- 
lowing year, being forty-one points be- 
hind Boston. In .1891, 1892 and 1893 
Boston led the field and wound up 
third in 1894, Baltimore winning the 
banner, with New York the runner up. 


The Baltlmores were the leaders In 


1894, 1895 and 1896. . One of them was 
Jennings,, the record smasher. In 1897 
tho Bootons wrested the championship 
title from the Orioles, who made a gal- 
lant fight to. enter the ranks of four 
time winners. 
The Birdlets failed to 


do'so, however, and when the final re- 
turna were In Boston's average was 
.705 and Baltimore's .693. In that year 
the destination of. the flag hinged on 
the result of the final series between 
Baltimore and Boston.

WOMEN 
HISSED

President Taft made a very gracious speech 
before 
the 
woman 


suffragists in Washington the other night. He hnd the candor to tell the 
women that he did not favor woman suffrage under present 
conditions, 


because he did not believe n sufficient number of women were interested in 
it. 'If women could vote, he suirl, the franchise would be exercised most 
regularly by tbe least intelligent or the least desirable. That may be true, 
and if men are induced for a fimmeial consideration to remain away from 
the polls there is little doubt that'women who do not fully appreciate the 
sacred character of the franchise could be easily persuaded to do the same. 


The president made nn honest and reasonable speech and the women 


did not help their cause by hissing him as they did. 


SENSIBLE 
PROTEST 
FROM MILKMAN. 


"The protest made to the board of health by Milkman Best has voiced 


the sentiments of a great many people throughout the city. The matter of 
,1 pure milk supply is important, of course, and as far as the board'of 
health has taken wise, action to secure that boon for the people, its course 
will be generally approved. 


It may be, however, that as Mr. Best says, the rules and regulations 


for the cure and Kiilii of milk In stores are too strict to be conformed to by 
the ordinary milkman. For example, it is impracticable to put up milk in 
lialf pint faoille.s as will be necessary for those who have no ice and buy 
only from iand to mouth, if milk can bo sold only in sealed bottles. 


It apears that many of (he independent dealers, owing lo (he rigorous 


regulations, are thinking of getting out of (he business and thus the way 


•will be cleared for the incoming of a milk trust Kiich as rules in Boston. 
This would be unfortunate for tbe people of Lowell, and it is to be hoped 
that no action of the board of health will encourage any such result. 


It is alleged that the trust is here already and is seeking a stronger 


foothold. 
Should a trust get control of the milk supply we would soon have 


to pay higher prices and perhaps'get worse milk than we get now. 


It is true, as Mr. Best states, that more may be accomplished by look- 


ing to the sanitary conditions of the homes than by too much strictness with 
the milkmen. 


The board of health early in the season inaugurated a movement for 


cleaning up the city. As yet wo are afraid that very 
little 
has 
been 


accomplished in Unit direction. 
Any one who passes along some of out- 


streets and sees the amount of rubbish and filth that is visible in the alleys 
and back yards will realize that there has been no systematic attempt to 
clean up the city as n whole. 
It is time that something of the kind were 


done. 
Something more than hot air is needed to accomplish results in a 


cleaning-up crusade.

in a weather-proof, wind-tight'barn. 


A sudden change of, diet is not rec- 


ommended. The horse having 
been 


fed on corn-meal or oats, or .any other 
substantial grains should not be turn- 
ed out to gain his living in a pasture. 
This change should be made gradually 
to get the best results. He 
should

SENSIBLE 
PROTEST 
FROM 
MILKMAN. 


The protest made (o Ihe bonrd of health by Milkman Best has voiced 


the sentiments of a great many people throughout the city. The mailer of 
a pure milk supply is important, of course, and as far as the board of 
heal.lb has taken wise aclion to secure that boon for the people, ils course 
will be generally approved. 


It may be, however, that as Mr. Best says, the rules and regulations 


for the care nnd sale of milk -to stores nre too strict to be conformed to by 
the ordinary milkman. For example, it is impracticable to put up milk in 
half pint, botllcs as will bo necessary for (hose who have no ice and buy 
only, from hand to mouth, if milk can be sold only in sealed bottles. 


It npcars (bat many of (he independent dealers, owing to the rigorous 


regulations, are (hinlting of pelting out of (he business nnd Urns the way 


will bo cleared for the incoming of a milk trust such as rules in Boston. 
This would be unfortunate for the people of Lowell, and it is to be boped 
that no action of the board of health will encourage any such result. 


It is alleged that the trust is here already and is seeking a stronger 


foothold. 
Should ;\ trust got control of the milk supply we would soon have 


to pay higher prk'cs and perhaps get worse milk than we get nowi 


It is true, as Mr. Best states, that more may be accomplished by look- 


ing to <ho sanitary conditions of the homos than by too much strictness with 
the milkmen. 


Tho board of health early in the season inaugurated a movement for 


cleaning up the city. As yet wo are afraid that 
very 
little 
has 
been 


accomplished in that direction. 
Any one. who passes along some of our 


streets and sees the amount of rubbish and filth that is visible in the alleys 
and back yards will realize that there has been no systematic attempt to 


, clean up the city us a whole. It is time that something of the, kind were 


done.

cleaning-up crnsnde.

If ho be housed in an open, old stable, 
full of cracks, doors down and other- 
wise exposed, he must have a greater 
amount of feed than if he bo'•housed 
in a weather-proof, wJnd-tlght barn. 


A sudden uhange of diet is not rec- 


ommended. The horse having 
been 


fed on corn-meal or oats, or any other 
substantial grains should not be turn- 
ed out to gain his living in a pasture. 
This change should be made gradually 
to get the best results. He 
should 


have the pasture but 'given a Hmaller 
proportion of grain daily, diminishing 
In quantity, until his system has be- 
come accustomed to the change". Then, 
too, if the horsa has been at pasture, 
taken up antl given a fnli.corn feed, 
soon begins to show tho results there- 
in, by indigestion or other 
stomach 


troubles. Then, too, judgment must be 
used in quantity of food. A horse re- 
quires a much 
heavier 
feed 
while 


working hard than he does when en- 
joying leisure. 
Many horses are 
left 


to feed at the hay-stack or from the 
mow, all the hay they can cat until 
eating becomes a- habit with' 
ihcm. 


They lake on dyspepsia nnd oat appar- 
ently as if they were starved, soon to 
bo afflicted with heaves. 


Three meals a day of the proper 


kind of food is better than to allow 
the horso to eat all he will.
